From the 6th to the 13th year in- 
elusive, 50 members are to be paid 
every year. 

From 16th to 20th year, 100. mem- 
bers are to, be paid by drawing lots 
annually. ” 

The atnount tovbe refunded shall 
be $21 a. member on the 6th ‘year, 
increasing $1, annually, therefore on 
the 20th’ year eich amount to be 
‘repaid shall be $35 each: 

a Annual Bonus. 

“From the ‘21st year to 40th year,’ 
each share is to’ receive an annual 
bonus of $1 provided the "Associa- 
tion shall be able to show a profit 
of $2,000, a year on-the money ac- 
cumulated thereon.
